The pfoblem of road upkeep is said to have 
been solved by the French* by putting into opera­ 
tion the old adage “Sweep in front of your own 
door” with a few modifications. Not every man 
te required to work the* road in front of his own 
house or that section of the public road touching 
his lands. 
But men living along the road^ -do 
gee that they are kept in repair. Man who are 
known to be energetic and public spirited are giv­ 
en appointments all, along the püblic roads, arid 
each man is given such a stretch of road, as ap­ 
pears sufficient to enable him to make some 
money, but not such a long section as to be bur­ 
densome. 
í The men who repair the roads do other work, 
in fact the road repair work is only “a side line.
